Star.” Miss Hill says she calls it the 
‘Four Winds.’ But as I worked with 
it and chose the colors I could see 
a four leaf clover lurking in the back- 
ground. So lucky star it is. 

“The design may be developed in 
a number of ways. I suggest that you 
use a blue and white print for the 
background, a plain fairly deep blue 
for the four crescents and a lighter, 
plain blue for the four diamonds that 
make up the four pointed star.” 

The leaflet with the full size pat- 
tern may be secured by following the 
directions at the end of this column. 

When the Nancy Page quilt club 
members went to work they cut the 
picture and description from the pa- 
per. Then they sent for full size work- 
ing pattern. They traced this pattern 
onto lightweight cardboamd. They 
were careful to draw the pieces exact 
and true. 

Then they laid these on color fast 
materials and marked around the 
edge. Then they allowed one quarter 
inch on all sides beyond the pencil 
mark for their eutting piece. This al- 
lowance has to be made since no seam 
allowances are on the pattern as 
given. 

They used number 60 thread to 
piece the quilt. It required five yards 
of figured material, three yards of 
light plain, color and one and one- 
half yards of the darker material to 
make a quilt top for a full size bD 

The length of a quilt, whether it be 
for a full size, three-quarter or single 
bed should be 96 or 106 inches de- 
pending on whether you plan to cover 
the pillows or not. The width varies 
from 90 inehes for full size to 78 for 
three-quarter size bed and 72 for sin- 
gle bed.

WASHINGTON, Dee, 25.—(4)— 
Manpower massed in the civilian con- 
servation corps has wrought lasting 
benefits for future generations in mil- 
lions of acres of the nation’s tim- 
bered domain, Robert Fechner, direc- 
tor of emergency conservation work, 
reported today to President Roosevelt. 

The forestry army is engaged in 60 
different lines of activity, Fechner 
said in a report on the first six 
months’ activity of his organization, 
but the great bulk of field operations 
“have been directed toward fire-prvot- 
ing the forests to the greatest possible 
extent, the protection of the forests 
from tree attacking insects and dis- 
eases which annually kill millions of 
valuable trees, the prevention of soil

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—In my 
eighth article I pointed out that the 
policy of liberal prices for materials 
and wages that had been adopted in 
public relief works was based, at 
least in part, upon the view that an 
increase in consumer purchasing pow- 
er would aid in bringing about a trade 
recovery. The same uucritical accept- 
ance of this increased consumer pur- 
chasing power would seem to explain 
the tolerant attitude of the National 
Recovery Administration (NRA) 
ward increasing costs and prices. 

Increased costs from the elimina- 
tion of child labor and the advance in 
wages in certain industries from sub- 
normally low levels are exceptions 
that prove the rule and can hardly 
be expected to affect costs to such 
an extent as to impede trade recov- 
ery. 

Gone Further. 


ther than this. 
pathetic attitude toward general in- 
creases in costs and prices while pay- 
ing lip-service to the desirability of 
an increase in volume. It seems to 
have done little to check increases 
even where lower prices could reason- 
ably be expected to induce a much 
enlarged demand. 


A fundamental obstacle to a general 
upward movement of prices is the ex- 
isting disparity among prices. There 
are 784 items in the commodity in- 
dex of the bureau of labor, of which 
591 consist of manufactured prod- 
ucts other than food. Between 1924 
and 1933 prices of 221 of these manu- 
factured products declinéd less than 
20 per cent in spite of a far more 
considerable decline in the prices of 
nearly all of the raw materials used 
in the making of these products. 

While the disparity in prices was 
somewhat moderated by the rise in 
prices of agricultural and mineral 
products during the spring and early 
summer, this tendency has subse- 
quently been reversed. Here we have 
the greatest single obstacle in the 
path of trade recovery. Faulty policies 
on the part of the business commu- 
nity are far more responsible for this 
Situation than is the NRA. From 
both we need a change in point of 
view and the adoption of price poli- 
cies which will make possible the sus- 
tained production and consumption of 
a larger volume of goods and services. 


Important Factor. 


_ Probably the most important single 
influence initiating the recovery of 
trade in the past has been the de- 
mand for materials and labor re- 
quired for meeting deferred main- 
tenance and the replacement and im- 
provement of equipment generally. Ex- 
penditure of this character comes with 
restored confidence throughout the 
business community, and is doubtless 
facilitated by the ability to obtain 
additional funds at moderate rates. 


_The most conspicuous single direc- 
tion in which expenditure of this sort 
takes place is on th® part of the rail- 
roads. Anticipations of an increase 
in traffic to something like the vol- 
ume that obtained a few years ago 
would naturally lead to maintenance 
and equipment expenditure on the part 
of the roads, always provided that 
the financing could be arranged. 
Sooner or later this increase in traffic 
may come of. itself, but its advent 
could be hastened by the adoption 
of appropriate policies. 

Announcement by the government 
of its determination to establish fair 
competitive conditions between the 
railroads and other agencies of trans- 
portation, particularly trucks, would 
be helpful. More enterprise and readi- 
ness to assume risks on the part of 
the railroads in conjunction with a 
sympathetic attitude on the part of 
interstate commerce commission and 
the railroad co-ordinator are also 
needed. 


Rate Change Asked. 

It would be most helpful to indus- 
try and to the railroads themselves 
if the present rate structure were 
overhauled immediately—with reduc- 
tions in rates on those commodities 
for which there are large possibilities 
of expansion in demand under the 


to-| 


| 


ing materials and equipment of every 
sort be reduced. 


What I have just said about en- 
terprise and risk-taking in the field 
of railway rates applies similarly to 
industry in general. Trade recovery 
requires that business policies be di- 
rected toward the enlargement of de- 
mand under the stimulating influence 
of reductions in costs and in prices. 
with resultant increase in volume, but 
without any -general reduction in 
wages. 

In many instances cost reductions 
can be brought about by a temporary 
revaluation of fixed assets that were 
acquired at high prices. Consider, 
for example, the coal and ore proper- 
ties of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. These properties were ac- 
quired at prices which quite possibiy 
are not in keeping with prices for 
steel which would permit the develop- 
ment of a demand adequate for any- 
thing approaching full use of the pro- 


ducing capacity of that corporation.

It leads us to the related 
question as to whether business re- 
covery is not being delayed by an all 
too general tendency to endeavor to 
maintain intact all of the various ob- 
ligations 4nd balance sheet valuations 
of the Coolidge era of prosperity. An 
effective demand for more credit and 
capital cannot be made by business 
enterprises so heavily encumbered 
with past obligations that they are 
not good credit risks. By and large 
the business community dislikes the 
idea of inflation. One doubts, how- 
ever, whether business can have it 
both ways. 

After the collapse in 1929 there 
was much less liquidation of indebted- 
ness than has characterized analogous 
situations in the past. As a conse- 
quence we are burdened with such an 
accumulation of indebtedness that it 
seems out of the question now to seek 
a way out mainly through receiver- 
ships and bankruptcies. 

Much is being done by the govern- 
ment through the agriculture credit 
administration and the home owners’ 
loan corporation to take care of the 
situation of small farmers and home 
owners threatened with foreclosure. 
But much more is n 


There are large numbers of indi- 
viduals, corporations and municipali- . 
ties so heavily encumbered with debt 
that they are unable to obtain addi- 
tional funds, even for most desirable 
purposes. It would be most advan- 
tageous, even from the selfish point 
of view of those holding such obliga- 
tions, to make at least temporary ad- 
justments. A_ lowering of interest 
charges and. in some instances, re- 
ducing the principal 6f debts, would 
seem to be sound business policy. 

More Good. 

In the case of large hotels, for ex- 
ample, assuming g management, 
this course will presumably prove far 
more to the ultimate advantage of 
creditors than the anticipation of an 
unwieldly mass of such _ properties 
through foreclosure. 


The way out of depression that has 
been indicated in these articles is by 
no means an easy path to take.

DIES IN BARCELONA 


Father of Autonomy in 
Catalonia Was 74 Years 
Old. 


BARCELONA, spain, Dec. 25.— 
(?)}—Colonel Francisco Macia, who 
fought for years for the autonomy 
of Catalonia, saw his dream realized 
and became its first president, died 
today. 

Death overtook the old warrior 
after a valiant struggle against dis- 
ease. He was 74. 

For four years he was in exile, 
following expose of a plot of inter- 
national ramifications to overthrow 
the monarchy, only to return in tri- 
umph in 1931, aid in the fall of the 
throne and lead the fight establish- 
ing Catalonia as an_ independent 
state. 

Breathing his last words, he said 
the region for which he had devoted 
his life to free, was endangered by 
political disaster. ‘“‘Withowt me,” he 
said, “‘Catalonia’s political structure 
will collapse. The people are torn 
apart.” 

The dying president apparently re- 
ferred to recent serious divisions in 
the Esquerra party which threatens to 
destroy its power in the region. 

Claude G. Bowers, United States 
ambassador to Spain, transmitted con- 
dolences of the American government 
through Consul General Dawson. 

Gigantic demonstrations throughout 
the four provinces of Catalonia—Bar- 
celona, Gerona, Lerida and Tarra- 
gona—were held in Macia’s memory 
with crowds chanting, ‘‘Macia is 
dead—long live Macia,” 

Acting President: Juan Casanovas 
announced parliament would be con- 


ish republic approved his plan for 
Cataionia’s autonomy, suBject to cer- 
tain control of the republic. ‘ 

A former deputy, Macia for years 
battled for self-rule of the state. He 
was arrested in 1926 by French po- 
lice, who charged men and arms had 
been assembled on the French border 
by Macia and Captain Ricciotti Ga- 
ribaldi, grandson of the Italian pa- 
triot, to overthrow the dictatorship 
of Primo De Rivera and the mon- 
archy. 

After his trial in Paris, he was 
given a light sentence and was ex- 
pelled from Spain by De Rivera. He 
was put out of Argentina and re- 
turned to Brussels to direct separatist 
activities from there. 

His expulsion lifted he returned to 
Barcelona in 1931. When the mon- 
archy tottered he took possession of 
Barcelona and proclaimed a republic.
